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First Experiences 


After a visit to Jeff Wittich's ham shack, my grandson and | initiated self study for obtaining our Technician licenses at 
Jarsfest. While my grandson, Alex, will re-test at Rarsfest, | obtained my license in November. At the suggestion of Gary 
Pearce, my first equipment purchase had been a Kenwood tri-band HT, but I soon sought additional equipment. An Icom 
2100H and Icom 706 MkIlg soon followed. The initial base antenna was a multi-band discone. As I listened to the HF bands, I 
wondered how people could think the bands were crowded. 

My initial plan to upgrade the base HF antenna focused upon a sloper .. taking advantage of the terrain and property line. 
But, Jeff & Gary, upon arrival to assist quickly discounted MY plan in favor of two VERY TALL trees that would enable a 135' 
dipole to reside about 40' above the 3 story house which is located on a hill 30' above grade (So, it's really UP there!) 

But, it's HOW that antenna got up that is a thrill. Watching Jeff with a bow & arrow and Gary with the fishing rod to clear 
the targeted treetop yet drop beside the targeted tree without entangling in nearby trees. It was like watching artists at work! 

The fishing lines connected to weed-eater line; the weed-eater lines connected to the insulators holding the dipole ends. 
Within moments we were on the air. Gary made quick work of tuning the Ic-706 and LDG Z-100 on all bands before he made 
contacts on an island in the Mediterranean and in a suburb of Seattle (2 PM). Suddenly, the bands WERE crowded. Now, I could 
listen to HF while I studied for code and the written General.

My first contact as /AG was to northern Michigan ... answering a CQ call. It's great fun, and I'm looking forward to all of 
my code partners earning their General privileges soon. 

But, I have to say it's so much easier transitioning into 'ham-dom' with the encouragement, support, and assistance from 
experienced hams. I'm very appreciative of the help that I've received, and I hope someday to be in a position to do the same for 
anew ham ... possibly my grandson, Alex.
